BOARD OF SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


1994 was a busy year with many things to keep us occupied. The major highlight of 
the year was the response we received from our advertisement for Town Administrator. We 
had many choices of qualified people for the opening and our decision was not an easy one. 
Many of you, by now, have met our Town Administrator, Ilene Healy, and we are sure you 
agree, we made the right choice. Her presence and enthusiasm is felt in all branches of Town 
operations with welcomed acceptance. She is an excellent problem solver, so feel free to use 
her in that capacity if you feel you are being treated unfairly by your town. 


The second thing that has happened this year was our success in strengthening the 
bond between the Selectmen of the seven Towns in the Kearsarge Regional School District. 
We will admit that we did not always agree, but we were able to keep up the dialogue with 
them. The result was the decision to endorse the change of apportionment to 60% Averaged 
Daily Membership - 40% Equalized Valuation. We knew that this would not be a popular 
decision among some of you, but, it was less than others were willing to consider, even within 
our own town borders. 


As a Board, we were not satisfied with the progress of the Withdrawal Study 
Committee which had been set up as a result of your vote at last year’s Town Meeting. The 
Withdrawal Study Committee would not consider enlisting the input of an unbiased consul- 
tant and on countless occasions asked New London’s representatives, “where is your plan?” 
We advised our representatives on the Withdrawal Study Committee to motion its conclusion, 
which they did last summer. Based on this background and armed with the survey that result- 
ed in only 4% of the voters of New London not wanting to pursue withdrawal, we engaged a 
consultant, as an “unbiased third party”, to explore possible organizational alternatives for the 
Kearsarge Regional School District. We are encouraged by the preliminary results and innov- 
ative ideas that have been received from the consultant. We ask your support, on the warrant 
article, to expend an additional sum to continue the study to explore possible organizational 
alternatives for the Kearsarge Regional School District. 


Under the direction of Town Administrator, Ilene Healy, the town has embarked on 
refining the Personnel Policies and strives to keep the communication lines open between all 
factions of the town employee family. In part, this effort is being accomplished by establish- 
ing committees of employee and management who are working together toward common 
goals. 


This year has seen the acquisition of the Low Plain property completed, and many 
thanks to the Conservation Commission and the Ausbon Sargent Land Preservation Trust for 
their part in this transaction. 


Hazardous Waste Day was a success, and we applaud the League of Women Voters for 
their help. Also with their help, by having an informational meeting, a Conflict of Interest 
Resolution is now in place. 


The New London - Springfield Water Precinct has made progress on the new water 
supply system which is under construction. The Selectmen took part with the Selectmen of 
Springfield in the first step of the action by holding a joint meeting to act on the eminent 
domain proceedings for easement rights to Colby Point. 


A lease for the use of the Town Hall for the District Court for two years and a lease for 
the Elkins Post Office for five years have been renegotiated and are in place. 
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The old landfill had some slippage on one of the banks this past year, and we are happy 
to report that the contractor returned and repaired the problem at no cost to the town. The 
State of New Hampshire, however, insisted that we have an engineer present while the work 
was being done, and for this, we had to pay. 


The Solid Waste District has had a year of turmoil and we want to thank Bryan Jones, 
Jeff Feingold and Mark Kaplan for their efforts representing the best interests of New London 
in this situation. 


On a sad note, we dearly miss the presence of Chief of Police, Stu Sidmore, who has 
been confined to his home with illness. Stu, we wish you the best and hope to see you back 
soon. As an interim measure we have appointed Sergeant David Seastrand, Acting Chief. 


In 1994, 20 new building permits were issued, which represents a decrease of 1% over 
last year. Anyone contemplating a new structure, addition or renovation should check with 
the Town Office on the building permit process. 


In conclusion, we want to thank all of the dedicated town employees and the more than 200 
volunteers who spend their time making our town a better place for all of us to live.

Are you in favor of adopting the following amendment to the Town Ordinance as proposed by 
the Planning Board:

AMEND ARTICLE II DEFINITIONS TO ADD A DEFINITION OF 
“RECREATIONAL VEHICLE” AS FOLLOWS: 


“Recreational vehicle” means a vehicle which is (a) built on a single chassis; (b) 400 
square feet or less when measured at the largest horizontal projection; (c) designed to 
be self propelled or permanently towable by a light duty truck; and (d) designed pri- 
marily not for use as a permanent dwelling but as temporary living quarters for 
recreational, camping, travel or seasonal use. 


AMEND ARTICLE XXII FLOODPLAIN OVERLAY DISTRICT, BY ADDING A 
NEW SUB-PARAGRAPH G.2.d. TO READ: 


“d. Recreational vehicles placed on sites within Zones Al-30, AH, and AE shall 
either (i) be on the site for fewer than 180 consecutive days, (ii) be fully licensed and 
ready for highway use, or (ii1) meet all standards of Section 60.3 (b) (1) of the National 
Flood Insurance Program Regulations and the elevation and anchoring requirements for 
manufactured homes in Paragraph (c) (6) of Section 60.3. 


Section 60.3(b) (1) states that the community shall require permits for all proposed 
construction and other developments including the placement of manufactured homes, 
within Zone A of the community’s FHBM or the FIRM. 


Section 60.3 (c) (6) states that the community shall require that manufactured homes 
that are placed or substantially improved within Zones A1-30, AH, and AE on the 
community’s FIRM on sites (i) outside of a manufactured home park or subdivision; 
(ii) in a new manufactured home park or subdivision; (iii) in an expansion to an exist- 
ing manufactured home park or subdivision; or (iv) in an existing manufactured home 
park or subdivision on which a manufactured home has incurred substantial damage as 
the result of a flood, be elevated on a permanent foundation such that the lowest floor 
of the manufactured home is elevated to or above the base flood elevation and be 
securely anchored to an adequately anchored foundation system to resist flotation,col- 
lapse, and lateral movement.” (APPROVED BY THE PLANNING BOARD)

Our responsibility is to express an opinion on these general purpose financial statements 
based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards. Those 
standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about 
whether the general purpose financial ‘statements are free of material misstatement. An audit 
includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the 
general purpose financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting princi- 
ples used and significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall 
general purpose financial statement presentation.

TOWN TREASURER’S REPORT 


During 1994 there were changes in the Office of the Town Treasurer. Robert Wright 
completed his term as Treasurer and did not seek reelection. Mr. Wright’s three years of ser- 
vice to the Town is appreciated sincerely. David A. Eberly was elected for a three year term 
and took office in March, 1994. 


The Treasurer’s Cash Accounts Ledger which had been manually maintained was 
transferred to computer files for ease of entry. This enables the Town to have both magnetic 
media storage and printed file copies of cash accounts, not only easing data entry but also pro- 
viding quick retrieval capabilities. 


The Town took advantage of the changes to RSA 41:29 that permit investment of 
excess funds, which are not immediately needed for the purpose of expenditures, in the New 
Hampshire Public Deposit Investment Pool. This action doubled the amount of interest that 
the Town had been earning from these funds. As a result and because of careful control of 
expenditures by the Board of Selectmen, the Town did not have to borrow short term in antici- 
pation of tax receipts. No new notes were given by the Town during 1994.

HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 
1994 Report of the Road Agent 
Cemetery Division 


The Cemetery Division continued the maintenance of the cemeteries, beaches and 
parks. During the year we cut brush around Old Main Street Cemetery and the animal pound 
that is behind Old Main Street Cemetery. In Elkins we spread loam to fill in many low spots 
and to repair around some of the stones. 


Highway Division 


The highway division had a busy year in 1994, There was a considerable amount of 
snow during the winter and we had some real cold weather in January and February. During 
the spring and summer we replaced many culverts that were old and heaved from the frost. 
We dug many rocks from roads and spot paved these holes. Our major construction project 
this summer was to grind and pave the second half of Bog Road and all of Soo-Nipi and Soo- 
Nipi Park Roads. We cleaned all the ditches, dug out the rocks and replaced culverts. We 
also installed some drains to take the water out of the road base. When this was completed we 
contracted the grinding and paving to Continental Paving Inc. We also contracted with Frank 
Whitcomb to pave Gay Farm Road, Carter Road, Old County Road and the Dump Road. In 
our ongoing effort to improve dirt roads we graveled and knit packed Ridgeview Road, 
Lamson Lane, Old Main Street, Goose Hole Road and some of Old County Road. All the 
dirt roads were treated with calcium chloride to keep the dust down. During the fall we 
cleaned the ditches on Davis Hill Road. We also cut brush on Otterville Road, Burnt Hill 
Road, Baker Road, Wilder Road, Stoney Brook Road and Forest Acres Road. 


Recycling Division 


The recycling division has continued to do an excellent job at the transfer station. We 
continue to change the way we collect items so as to take advantage of the best market. We 
continue to get many compliments about how the transfer station is clean and how it gets dec- 
orated for different holidays. The people that work at the transfer station do a great job. As 
always if you have a question, the staff at the transfer station are available to help. 


In closing, I would like to thank the staff of Highway, Transfer and Cemetery 
Departments for a job well done. And a Big Congratulations for taking Second place in the 
Hospital Day Parage and First Place in the Warner Fall Foliage Festival Parade with our float.

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NEW LONDON DISPATCH 


The New London Dispatch Center is pleased to announce that we have a new T.D.D. 
machine, which is a telephone system able to be accessed by the hearing impaired person. 
The phone line carries typed print so that a conversation may take place between two parties, 
even though one or more of the parties may not be able to hear. 


A fact-finding committee has been formed, consisting of members of area public safety 
and emergency service agencies, to look into the feasibility of placing a radio repeater atop 
one of the area mountains. This would vastly improve radio communications so that the 
police, fire and rescue personnel can better serve the communities they work for. We hope to 
come up with the most cost effective and productive solution for all concerned. 


Those of you wondering how New Hampshire’s Enhanced 911 system will be affecting 
your local dispatch service, rest assured it should prove to be extremely beneficial. Enhanced 
911 is slated for June of 1995, we eagerly await the ability to determine the location of origin 
of every 911 call as it is answered, (possibly excepting mobile phones). The small amount of 
change that you have been paying in your phone bill every month will certainly prove worth- 
while. Upon dialing 911 you will reach the Enhanced 911 center, which will be located in 
Concord, NH. The “call-taker” at this location will immediately ask you the “nature of your 
call”. At a glance of the computer screen and a push of a button your call will be transferred 
to the New London Dispatch Center where the New London Dispatcher will respond police, 
ambulance and/or fire department to your location. All this will be able to be performed in a 
matter of seconds, even though you may be in a position that you cannot speak, or your emer- 
gency situation leaves you incapable of giving specific address information. If you are able to 
do so, the dispatcher will ask you to verify the location of your emergency.

In calendar year 1994, our three (3) leading causes of fires were no permit, children 
and rekindles of fires where the fire was not properly extinguished. 


Violations of RSA 224:27 II, the fire permit law, and the other burning laws of the State 
of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. 
Violators are also liable for all fire suppression costs. 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Fire Officials, con- 
tact your local Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required. This also helps 
to prevent unnecessary response to a controlled burn.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT FOR 1994 


The New London Planning Board conducted 23 meetings during 1994. At these meet- 
ings the Planning Board held many public hearings during which the following final applica- 
tions were approved: 


* Eight Minor Subdivisions 

* Five Annexations 

* Four Site Plan Reviews for Commercial Use 

* Two Site Plan Reviews for Multi-Family Residential Use 

* Five Site Plan Reviews for Home Occupations 

* Two Hearings on Maintenance and Tree Removal along Scenic Roads 


In addition to these final applications, the Planning Board conducted several public 
hearings on Design Review of a Major Subdivision and Cluster Development proposal. 


During the year, the Planning Board approved some minor amendments to the 
Driveway Regulations and the Subdivision Regulations following noticed public hearings. 


The annual update of the Capital Improvements Program (CIP) was reviewed and 
approved by the Planning Board following development and recommendation of a draft CIP 
by the Capital Improvements Program Committee. This CIP update covers the period from 
1995 through 2004. 


Another project the Planning Board works on annually is proposing amendments to the 
Zoning Ordinance. In 1994, the Planning Board proposed one amendment to the Floodplain 
Regulations which was placed on the ballot at Town Meeting for consideration by the voters. 


The Planning Board initiated update of the Town Master Plan in 1994. One step taken 
was to complete a Town Build-out Analysis with the assistance of the Upper Valley Lake 
Sunapee Regional Planning Commission. The Planning Board anticipates continued effort on 
this project over the next two years. As always the Planning Board welcomes any and all 
input, and would gladly accept any volunteers to work with the Planning Board in developing 
the update. 


The Planning Board regularly conducts meetings on the second and fourth Tuesday of 
each month. As always, the Planning Board appreciates any comments and contributions you 
may have to offer as the Board conducts its business.

With the continuing dedication of the staff, volunteers, patrons and Friends of Tracy 
Library, we have completed another banner year. 


One sad note was the news that our former Librarian, Marjorie “Midge” Stevenson, 
passed away on December 16, 1994. She began work at the Tracy Library in 1968 and served 
as Head Librarian from 1971 to 1979. After retiring, she continued to serve in a substitute 
and volunteer capacity. Those who knew her have many fond memories of her dedication to 
the Library and her wonderful sense of humor. We are touched and honored to be named by 
the family as recipients of donations in her memory. 


Among several improvements made this year was the installation of new lighting in the 
Large Print Room, which was made possible by a special gift. The donation of a magnifica- 
tion system also adds to the accessibility the Library now offers to those who are visually 
impaired. 


Good progress has been made on automation of the Library, which we expect to com- 
plete by the end of 1995.

For 
children there were a multitude of pre-school story hours, after school programs, the summer 
reading program, arts and science programs, and of course the annual Christmas puppet show 
and party and the perennially popular summer visit from Tomie dePaola. The programs were 
all well received and add an important dimension to our goal for broader education. 


The annual volunteer party was held in June. Our volunteers are so important to the 
smooth daily operation of the Library, and their help is greatly appreciated.

Circulation this year has increased from 89,133 in 1993 to 94,444 in 1994. During the 
year we acquired 1435 new books and added 137 items to our audio-visual collection. 


The Friends of the Tracy Library membership drive raised close to $13,000. Each year 
the Friends have become a more important part of our overall program. We thank them for 
their support.

NH/VT SOLID WASTE PROJECT - 1994 REPORT 


The year 1994 was an important year for the NH/VT Solid Waste Project on a number 
of counts, the more important of which was the recruiting of a new project manager in July. 
He came to the project with extensive solid waste management background and quickly estab- 
lished himself as a knowledgeable professional with the needed skills to lead the project. 


Earlier in the year, the Federal Bankruptcy Court stated that the project was not bank- 
rupt as long as they had powers to raise money through direct assessment of the towns. In 
addition, the judge ruled that the project must pursue active negotiations with Wheelabrator to 
resolve the disputes that led to the bankruptcy protection request. The project has since 
entered into continuing negotiations with Wheelabrator and has had some success in resolving 
outstanding issues, although not all by any means. In addition, the project had completed on 
schedule a paydown of the $1.13 million undisputed debt with Wheelabrator identified in the 
bankruptcy hearings and will work to eliminate disputed amounts still outstanding. There is 
much to be done to clean up all unsolved issues with Wheelabrator, but good progress is being 
made against a much healthier financial background than heretofore. 


One troubling issue remains, and that is the inability of the project to increase the ton- 
nage of municipal solid waste to the incinerator in Claremont to meet the guarantee provided 
for in the Waste Disposal Agreement with Wheelabrator. Indeed, some towns are now falling 
far short of their expected tonnage, placing an added burden on those that are meeting their 
obligation. Until all towns in the project recognize and live up to their commitments, disposal 
costs will remain high, and the future of the project may be threatened. 


The tipping fee projected for 1995 will be approximately $96.50/ton, which compares 
to $96.53/ton in 1994. Negotiations are now going on with Wheelabrator to find ways to 
reduce this cost, while major emphasis is being given to containing overall operating costs at 
the project. 


Plans for 1995 include achieving the following objectives: 
* — Raise solid waste tonnage processed to a minimum of 42,000 tons/year and 
possibly as high as 47,500 tons through solicitation of new business and 


containment of existing business. 


* Quantify tonnage recycled by member towns and receive credit for that 
tonnage from Wheelabrator to be applied against their charges to the project. 


* Complete negotiations with Wheelabrator on acceptable operating expenses at 
the incinerator consistent with the Waste Disposal Agreement. 


* Complete negotiations with Wheelabrator on all other financial issues and 
place the project on a sound financial footing for the remaining 13 years of the 


20-year agreement, with minimal increases in costs to the member towns.

WELFARE REPORT 


During 1994 there were 12 requests for emergency welfare assistance from the town 
ranging from emergency transportation to housing costs. The total cost was $7,903.00. 
Future town costs for welfare may well increase significantly because of potential actions by 
the Federal Congress as well as the State Legislature. Some of these costs may be assessed 
indirectly through the county tax portion of the local property tax.

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1994 HEALTH OFFICERS REPORT 


This year has been an eventful and frustrating one for public health in New London. For 
the last ten years, this report has warned the Town of the potential for the spread of giardiasis 
through our public water supply if action was not taken to bring our water system in compli- 
ance with the Safe Drinking Water Act. Last spring and early summer this potential was real- 
ized with 36 cases of giardiasis occurring in the area with water from the New 
London/Springfield water precinct shown to be the most likely source of infection based on 
laboratory confirmed cases and an epidemiological study of each reported case. However, the 
good news is that the new water source, utilizing gravel-packed wells on Colby Point with a 
reservoir tank on Morgan Hill (near the old reservoir site) should be on line in the Fall of 
1995 providing water of far superior quality to members of the precinct. 


The most pressing public health problem to the town now is the threat of rabies to the area. 
Rabid raccoons are now at our doorstep with the most recent rabid animal being reported 
from Andover. We have had a training session for our police and all of our police and high- 
way department personnel as well as your health officer have been immunized against rabies 
in order to protect them should they need to handle living or dead infected animals. In this 
regard, if you see a wild animal acting abnormally (for example, acting unafraid of humans, 
or nocturnal animals, like raccoons, out foraging in the daytime) immediately call the police, 
conservation officer or health officer but keep away from such animals - they are not tame, 
they are sick, and probably with rabies. Keep your dogs and cats away from wild animals 
also; they could transmit the rabies to your family by contact, even though they are them- 
selves protected by immunization. 


Smoking is still one of our most serious public health problems, particularly among 
minors. This problem is being addressed by the State Legislature and will also be addressed 
by local health organizations. All members of the community should do their part to reduce 
or eliminate smoking by adults and to prevent minors from the possession and use of tobacco 
products. 


Radon in homes is still a public health problem but its complexity precludes a discussion 
here. Unfortunately, most people would rather ignore than face this problem. 


The oversight of septic system design through test pit observation and plans review contin- 
ues to be the most time consuming aspect of your health officer’s duties. In this regard, in 
1994, 61 test pits were observed on 37 different sites. Of these 5 were for septic systems in 
failure, 11 for these and other replacement systems, 17 for new construction, 10 for sales 
agreements (many of which will be used for new construction) and 6 for subdivision sites.

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NEW LONDON CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 1994 


The Commission has had a very active year. The high point was the completion of 
financing for the purchase of the Low Plain property almost 2 years ahead of schedule and 
transfer of title to the Town. The role of the ASLPT in coordinating this effort deserves spe- 
cial thanks. In addition to the funding voted at Town Meeting and major private donations, 
grants were obtained from the National Fish & Wildlife Foundation and the New Hampshire 
Fish & Game Department. The area is to be named for the late Esther Currier. 


Important participation of volunteers in the continuing maintenance of the Town’s trails 
is gratefully acknowledged. This activity has included further work on the new Webb Forest 
Interpretive Trail that has now been flagged and initially cleared along its entire 4-mile route. 
Placing of trail markers and blazes is scheduled for the spring. 


An extensive inspection of much of the trail system was completed on the basis for a 
new trail map. This 18’X 24” map, printed in two colors and showing contours is now avail- 
able for $1.00 from the Town Hall, the Information Booth, the Tracy Library, ASLPT and the 
Kearsarge Bookshelf in the Gallery. 


The Commission continues to monitor compliance with shoreland regulations and has 
provided material to be attached to building permit application forms to ensure that property 
Owners and contractors are reminded of these important regulations aimed at preserving lake 
quality. Also the Commission made a presentation at a meeting of the Wetlands Board to urge 
simplification of the approval process particularly when a routine repair of a dock is request- 
ed. Anew more rapid authorization process is now in place. 


The Commission’s representative on the Planning Board became a voting member. 
This change, approved by the Selectmen, recognizes more formally the role of the 
Commission in the planning process. As a voting member of the Board, the Commission rep- 
resentative was appointed to lead a sub-committee to facilitate negotiations with the developer 
of a property adjacent to the Philbrick-Cricenti Bog to ensure protection of this prime wet- 
land. 


A forest management plan for the Phillips Memorial Preserve has been drawn up after 
consultation with the Merrimack County Forester. A licensed forester has been engaged to 
oversee a Selective cutting plan designed to ensure the long term health of this forest tract and 
to enhance wildlife habitat. Based on experience with this project, plans for other Town forest 
areas will be considered. 


In submitting its budget for 1995, the Commission has requested the establishment of a 
Capital Reserve for accumulating funds for future land acquisition specifically identified for 
ensuring long term protection of the perimeters of the Town’s most important conservation 
properties. The Selectmen have agreed to the budgeting procedure. 


For personal reasons, Sue Andrews asked to be replaced as Chair of the Commission 
for the remainder of her term. Accordingly, in November Terence Dancy was elected interim 
Chairman through March 1995.

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RECREATION COMMISSION 


The Recreation Commission, in conjunction with the Beach Director, oversees opera- 
tion of the Red Cross approved swim instruction programs and life guard services at Elkins 
and Bucklin Beaches. It also oversees maintenance of town facilities at the beaches. 


The 1994 beach program followed the format used in recent years. Swimming lessons 
were offered for six weeks, with morning sessions at Elkins Beach and afternoon lessons at 
Bucklin. Lessons are offered without charge to New London residents. Seventy-eight chil- 
dren participated in lessons this year. Sixty-eight of them received certificates of completion 
of their designated skill level. Lifeguards were on duty on weekends from Memorial Day 
until the start of the school summer vacation. Thereafter they worked daily through Labor 
Day. This year there were many new beach staff members, all hired by Nancy Brook, Beach 
Director. The staff proved to be an exceptionally congenial group, and good staff morale 
translated into a relaxed and cheerful atmosphere at the beaches. Special thanks go to Nancy 
Brook for her work in hiring and supervising all staff members. 


As in recent years, the Recreation Commission also assisted other town organizations 
in making use of the beaches, specifically: New London Hospital, Ausbon Sargent Land 
Preservation Trust, and Spoonful-of-Sugar Childcare. We also resumed offering informally 
organized (‘pick-up’) volleyball games on Thursday evenings at Bucklin Beach. 


The most significant change of 1994 was the completion of recent improvements at 
Bucklin Beach. Installation of new barbecue grills and covered picnic tables finished work 
begun in the fall of 1993. The new lawn area, fence, “bridge”, and play structure all blend 
together to complement the natural surroundings. Efforts were also made to improve water 
drainage so as to minimize erosion and preserve water quality and depth. The enclosed swim- 
ming area was expanded to make more use of available space, and warning buoys were put in 
place to alert boaters of the swimming area. Many people participated in these changes. The 
results of their work are, hopefully, adequate reward for their efforts. 


One mémber of the commission, Darlene Shea, resigned her position because of 
injuries she received in an automobile accident. We wish her well in her continued recovery 
and thank her for her years of support. 


Residents are reminded that they are welcome to attend monthly meetings. 
Commission members may be contacted at any time with suggestions and comments. We are 
particularly interested in learning of community support for expanding programs for children 
beyond the summer season.

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NEW LONDON CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 
INFORMATION BOOTH 


As in the past, the New London Information Booth was operated in the summer of 
1994 under the auspices of the New London Chamber of Commerce with additional financial 
support from the Town of New London. The Information Booth was operative from June 18 
through Labor Day, 10 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. daily, and weekends only from the third week of 
September through Columbus Day weekend for a total of 89 days. During this time period 
more than 3,727 persons visited the booth for information and literature. This was an average 
of 3639.67 visitors for the season and 42.64 per day. The six year average number of days of 
operation is 85.5 days per year. 


The greatest number of visitors came from New Hampshire, including local people, 
with Massachusetts, Connecticut, New York and New Jersey providing the bulk of out of state 
visitors in that order of frequency. There were also visitors from 32 foreign countries with the 
greatest number surprisingly coming from England. Canadian visitors, usually most numer- 
ous, were 34% fewer in number than the six year average. This phenomenon was experienced 
by other states and was attributed to the low exchange rate of the Canadian dollar in the U.S. 


Telephone information about the New London area is provided by the New London 
Area Chamber of Commerce 24 hours a day throughout the year as well as when the 
Information Booth is open. From the Information Booth alone over 428 telephone inquiries 
were answered and this added to the rest of the year produced over 1402 telephone requests 
for information, many of which required mailed responses. This compares to 1397 total tele- 
phone inquiries recorded in 1993. 


The Information Booth provides visitors and local people with maps and literature 
about the New London area and other parts of the State as well. In addition, literature of local 
businesses is provided and trail maps and historical publications of the town are sold. The 
Information Booth also serves civic and cultural organizations of New London through the 
sale of tickets to their various events. 


The visual attractiveness of the Information Booth is greatly enhanced by the flowers 
planted around the building and cared for throughout the summer by the New London Garden 
Club. This appearance, together with the friendly information provided, leaves visitors with a 
very positive impression of New London.

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HISTORY AND ARCHIVES COMMITTEE 


During 1994, research and help have been given to many which includes Colby- 
Sawyer students and a query from New Zealand (which produced a mystery while gleaning 
our town records). Old and unidentified photos were loaned to and published by INTER- 
TOWN RECORD. Advice and suggestions were given to help set up an archives in 
Grantham. 


In April, a brief history of New London (incorporating the use of archive photographs) 
was given to a group of six leaders from Tanzania, Nepal, Zimbabwe, Pakistan, Philippines 
and India who were in town to learn about our local government. 


The Murray Sargent Photo Collection has been organized; more records from the 
NLOC and NLHS have been deposited in the archives; and Maitland Shepard’s scrapbook 
and photo albums have been given to the archives. The archives has also received a photo- 
copy of the THE ADAMS GENEALOGY prepared by Hazel Adams of New London and also 
copies of the included photographs. 


Due to the generosity of Walton W. Chadwick, Sr. the archives was able to purchase a 
Mac Performa 475 computer. This will be of great value in producing an archival inventory 
as well as giving us an excellent retrieval system. A computer desk was purchased.with funds 
from the History and Archive appropriation and a Style Writer II printer has been ordered. 
The computer and printer will be invaluable in the preparation of the update of the town histo- 
ry.

Program growth and widespread support to the two-year-old COA confirms that we are 
successfully addressing important and previously unmet human needs. In 1994 our member- 
ship grew to almost 1200 individuals, and three new programs significantly expanded our ser- 
vices. New services include: (1) the Telephone Reassurance Program (daily phone calls), (2) 
the Good Day Respite Program for those with memory impairment, and (3) sponsorship of 
the area’s Wellness Team which has started to promote illness prevention, physical activity, 
good nutrition, etc. Moreover, nine-town socialization events occurred in the form of a winter 
luncheon, a spring bus trip, a summer picnic (Mountain Day), a volunteer recognition recep- 
tion, and a Christmas open house. 


The busy office, now under the supervision of COA’s first Executive Director, Celeste 
Hartwell, responded to many inquiries for information regarding senior issues and services. 
Almost 700 rides were scheduled. Mr. and Mrs. Fixits helped over a hundred times. Twelve 
interactive programs/activities in area schools and area communities involved seniors as 
either mentors or recipients in intergenerational exchanges. The monthly newsletter gained 
enthusiastic readership and continues to be mailed to every member. 


Financial support came from every one of the nine towns as well as from generous 
individuals, grateful clients, local businesses and organizations, and grants from private foun- 
dations. Volunteers (250) are the hands that reach out to their neighbors, the real backbone 
and essential ingredient of COA’s effective presence; they represent “people support’, our 
greatest resource. 


On behalf of our older neighbors who are at the core of our mission, thank you to both 
our financial supporters and our volunteers (our people supporters). We look forward once 
more to another year of growth and service.

The Upper Valley Lake Sunapee Regional Planning Commission (UVLSRPC) is a vol- 
untary association of 31 towns. The Commission is concerned with the development of com- 
prehensive plans for beneficial and balanced economic, environmental and social growth in 
the Region. It functions as a research, resource, and informational agency, and when appro- 
priate, acts to obtain Federal, State and other approvals, grants-in-aid, loans and similar assis- 
tance for individual member towns and for the Region. The Commission provides technical 
assistance to member communities in the areas of planning (land use, transportation, water 
quality, etc.), mapping, community development, grantsmanship and grant administration. In 
addition, regional studies, such as our Regional Transportation Plan, and regional projects, 
such as the Lake Sunapee Watershed Management Study, are undertaken to the benefit of 
more than one community. 


In the past year, services such as our Planning Board training series, and library which 
features maps, planning resources and U.S. Census data, were available to all of our member 
communities. New London residents have taken advantage of some of these services. A 
complete list of services which benefit our members follows below. 


In 1994, our work for the Town of New London included: 


- Completed first phase of the Lake Sunapee Watershed Study. 

- Circuit riding planner provided administrative assistance to the Planning Bd. 
- Prepared zoning amendments. 

- Provided data for revision of Population Chapter of Town Plan. 

- Completed buildout analysis including maps and report. 

- Updated the Capital Improvements Program. 


Services Which Benefit All Member Communities 


- Consult and help residents of member communities as, and when, asked. 

- Meet with State officials and agency representatives to influence policy and to help keep the 

Region an active participant in many ongoing programs. This includes activity with 
transportation, solid waste, economic developments, and environmental regulatory agencies 
in both New Hampshire and Vermont. 

- Maintain a library of regional data, maps and planning resources, and answer many 
requests for information. 

- Use of Geographical Information System (GIS) to perform mapping and analyses for 
member towns.

population of the watershed at full build-out. 
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- Revise and update the Regional Plan. 

- Comply with applicable Vermont Act 200 requirements at the local, regional and state level, 

including participation in the Council of Regional Commissions. 

- Participate in Vermont Act 250 reviews. 

- Sponsor planning board training sessions in New Hampshire and Vermont. 

- Work with Upper Valley Land Trust and the Society for the Protection of NH Forests to 

protect open space and conserve important parcels of land. 

- Participate in and work with the Connecticut River Valley Resource Commission. 

- Review land use controls, master plans and capital improvement plans, and suggest 
amendments. 

- Update the Regional Profile, a compendium of information about the Region. Many 
businesses use this resource.

As New London Hospital reaches out to better serve its communities, the Auxiliary will 
continue to provide those “important extras” that contribute to patient well-being and comfort, 
but are often outside the scope of the hospital budget. 


This past year, the Auxiliary raised $57,440; $9,131 went toward new anesthesiology 
patient monitoring equipment; $25,000 was pledged in June for a yet unspecified hospital pro- 
ject; and nearly $9,000 was awarded in financial aid. The recipients of this aid were four hos- 
pital employees for further study, two high school students entering college in the health care 
field and several hospital employees for the A.B.C.s daycare program. 


Countless hours of work, aching muscles and wisdom go into Hospital Day, Spring and 
Fall Rummage Sales, the Tina Cricenti Golf Classic, Tennis Tournament, Easy Aces Bridge 
Tourney, Barn pillow rentals, knitting projects and note card sales. In addition to fund raising, 
Auxiliary members volunteer help with extended care residents, and send get-well and sym- 
pathy cards each month. Of all these activities, the rummage sales have the most far-reaching 
effect. Not only are they the largest fund raisers, but they serve as a major and economical 
source of clothing for the greater community. 


In the fall, a mailing went out to area residents in an effort to increase the Auxiliary 
membership. We hope for greater participation and to extend our monthly membership meet- 
ings so more of the community is aware of the exciting and educational programs offered, 
mostly by hospital personnel on health related subjects.

Commodity Supplemental Food Program that offers participants free nutritious foods to 
supplement their daily diet. The program serves children under six years of age, women dur- 
ing pregnancy (up to 12 months after birth of their baby) and low income elderly households. 
Food is distributed from our Concord warehouse. 


Congregate Meals - All senior citizens are welcome to our congregate meal sites for nutri- 
tious hot meals, social/recreational activities and special events. 


Fuel Assistance is available to income eligible households to help with energy costs during 
the prime heating season. Priority is given to the elderly and disabled. 


Meals-On-Wheels provides the delivery of nutritionally balanced hot meals to home bound 
elderly or adult residents five days per week. Women, Infants, and Children provides specific 
food to supplement daily diet of pregnant or nursing women as well as children under five. 
Participants receive medical/nutritional screening, counseling and education. 


Family Planning provides confidential, comprehensive gynecological care, including com- 
plete medical exams, breast exams, pap smears, pregnancy testing, birth control and counsel- 


ing. 


Senior Companion Program provides friendly visiting and respite services for homebound 
elderly. 


Emergency Food Pantries provide up to three days of food for people facing temporary food 
crisis. 


USDA Commodity Foods distributes federal surplus foods to income eligible people through 
scheduled mass distributions. 


Information and Referral - CAP provides utility, landlord/tenant, legal and health counsel- 
ing as well as referrals for housing, transportation and other life concerns.

REPORT TO VOTERS - 1994 


The Annual Meeting of the New London-Springfield Water System Precinct in March 
of 1994 saw the election of Richard L. Bott, Jr. as Water Commissioner (three year term), 
along with Anna Green, Treasurer, Susan J. Craigie, Clerk, Alf Jacobson, Auditor and Peter 
Stanley, Moderator (all one year terms). The voters approved the purchase of a new 4-wheel 
drive truck ($18,000.00); the upgrade of the Precinct’s office driveway ($10,000.00) and an 
addition to the Safe Drinking Water Act Compliance Capital Reserve Fund ($18,000.00). 
Each of the above were to be funded by the General Fund Surplus of December 31, 1993. All 
were completed except for the final overlay of blacktop for the driveway to be completed the 
summer of 1995. 


The year 1994 has been especially busy for the Precinct with the beginning of the new 
gravel-packed well project. The legal action regarding Colby Point was initiated in mid 1994 
and should conclude during the first quarter of 1995. With this, in July the Precinct signed an 
engineering contract with Dufresne/Henry, Incorporated. 


A construction contract was signed with D. L. Maher Company in August to begin the 
well installation during the fall of 1994. Well construction began in October and as of 
December 31, 1994 five of the six gravel-packed wells have been installed and developed. 
The final well should be completed in early January of 1995. 


The Water Storage Tank was put out to bid for two (2) prequalified tank manufacturers 
during the late summer of 1994. In September the tank construction contract was awarded to 
Natgun Corporation for a sum of five hundred and thirty-five thousand ($535,000.00) dollars. 
Land clearing, site work and water tank construction began in October and the tank project 
was eighty-five per cent (85%) complete by November 30, 1994. The tank has been leak test- 
ed and partially back filled and will be completed in the Spring of 1995. The survey and 
ledge profiles of the water main route have been completed and the design is in progress. 


During the summer the Precinct applied to the State of New Hampshire for a twenty 
per cent (20%) reimbursement of funds for monies spent from June 1986 through December 
1994 towards compliance with the Safe Drinking Water Act, as amended. The request that 
was submitted is being reviewed and a refund is expected in 1995. The Precinct also applied 
for and received bond monies through the New Hampshire Municipal Bond Bank. An 
amount of nine hundred thirty-five thousand ($935,000.00) dollars was borrowed for a term 
of ten (10) years. 


On a less than positive note, the Precinct was alerted to concerns of a possible giardia 
contamination problem with the water system towards late May and early June. By working 
closely with State, County and Town Public Health officials the Precinct was able to deter- 
mine the scope and severity of the suspected problem. Starting in July the following precau- 
tionary measures were put in effect: new screens for the reservoir intakes; recalibration of the 
chlorine analyzer; increase in residual chlorine level in the system and increased monitoring 
of the watershed for beaver activity. 


The Commissioners would like to encourage all registered voters to please attend the 
Annual Meeting so they may stay informed on the issues and participate in the business before 
the Precinct. The year 1995 will be as active and progressive as 1994 has been. Thank you.

I have reviewed the accompanying balance sheet of the New London-Springfield 
Water System Precinct as of December 31, 1994 and the related statements of 
revenue, expenses and changes in fund balances and cash flows for the year then 
ended, in accordance with Statements on Standards for Accounting and Review 
Services issued by the American Institute of Certified Public Accountants. All 
information included in these financial statements is the representation of the 
management of the New London-Springfield Water System Precinct. 


A review consists principally of inquiries of Precinct personnel and analytical 
procedures applied to financial data. It is substantially less in scope than an 
audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards, the objective of 
which is the expression of an opinion regarding the financial statements taken 
as a whole. Accordingly, I do not express such an opinion. 


Based on my review, with the exception of the matter described in the following 
paragraph, I am not aware of any material modifications that should be made to 
the accompanying financial statements in order for them to be in conformity with 
generally accepted accounting principles. 


As disclosed in Note 1 to the financial statements, generally accepted accounting 
principles require that depreciation be provided on the facility and equipment 
assets. The effect of this departure from generally accepted accounting 
principles on financial position, results of operations, and cash flows have not 
been determined. 


The 1993 financial statements of the New London-Springfield Water System Precinct 
were reviewed by another accountant, whose report dated January 26, 1994, stated 
that the financial statement did not provide for depreciation in accordance with 
generally accepted accounting principles. The amount that should be recorded 
cannot be determined. Except for the omission of depreciation he was not aware 
of any material modifications that should be made to those statements in order 
for them to be in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles.

NOTE 1 - ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


The financial statements of the New London-Springfield Water System Precinct 
(Precinct) have been prepared on the accrual basis. The significant accounting 
policies followed are described below: 


Fund Accounting - To ensure observance of limitations and restrictions placed on 
the use of resources available to the Precinct, the accounts of the Precinct are 
maintained in accordance with the principles of fund accounting. This is the 
procedure by which resources for various purposes are classified for accounting 
and reporting purposes into funds established according to their nature and 
purposes. Separate accounts are maintained for each fund; however, in the 
accompanying financial statements, funds that have similar characteristics have 
been combined into fund groups. Accordingly, all financial transactions have 
been recorded and reported by each fund group. 


The assets, liabilities and fund balances of the Precinct are reported in self- 
balancing fund groups as follows: 


o Operating Fund - This fund serves as the general operating fund of 
the Precinct. It is used to account for all financial resources 
except those required to be accounted for in another fund. 


o Plant Fund - This group of accounts is used to account for all fixed 
assets of the Precinct other than those being accounted for in the 
Capital Projects Funds. These items are purchased through transfer 
from the Operating Fund. 


o Capital Project Fund - This fund is used to account for financial 
resources to be used for the acquisition and/or construction of the 
Colby Point Project. This fund includes the Safe Drinking Water Act 
Compliance Capital Reserve Fund that is being expended on the Colby 
Point Project. 


Depreciation - Plant and equipment is stated at cost. Assets acquired by gift 
or bequest are recorded at the fair market value at the date of transfer. 
Depreciation is not provided for on the assets which is a departure from 
generally accepted accounting principles. Assets sold or otherwise disposed of 
are removed from the accounts at their original cost. 


Inventory - The inventory of supplies are valued at cost. 


Total Columns - The combined Financial Statements include a total column that is 
described as memorandum only. Data in these columns do not present financial 
position, results of operations, or changes in financial position in conformity 
with generally accepted accounting principles. Interfund transactions have not 
been eliminated from the total column of each financial statement.

Budgetary Data - The Precinct budgets revenue, expenditures, and other sources 
and uses of the Operating Fund. Appropriations in the Operating Fund are charged 
for encumbrances when commitments are made. Fund balances are reserved for 
outstanding encumbrances, which serve as authorizations for expenditures in the 
subsequent year. Budgetary comparisons in the financial statements are presented 
on a modified accrual basis of accounting. All unencumbered budget appropriation 
lapse at the end of each fiscal year. 


NOTE 2 - CREDIT RISK

The Precinct cash was deposited in various institutions during the year. At 
various times the amount on deposit in these institutions exceeded the $100,000 
federally insured limit.
